“Now Gus, be a good boy and say your 
prayers,’ and Johnson repeated them after 
the priest. 

Soon after one ofthe priests gave him another 
drink. 

I don’t know that Johnson ever renoucced 
the creedor whether or not ho was a good 
Catholic. But I submit, whether or uot, a man 
who the day before the execution, cursed bis 
sister in the presence Of a miuisier of the Gos- 
pel, who wanted to get on 
a drunken spree the nigbt before he was hung, 
who had to be aided witha driuk of whisky to 
say his prayers, who cursed repeatedly at tie 
scaifold, and died almost with a curse on his 
lips; who spoke for half an buuron the gibbet 
without alluding to his spiritual Condition, aud 
who paid no attention to the words of his spir- 
itnal adyi-ers, but continually interrup'ed them 
by begging for tobacco, Whisky and Cigars, took 
much interest in religious imatters, or was a 
good Christian. 

As to the boly water, I have to say, wheu 
Joupson wanicd something to quiet his ueryes, 
oveof the. priests produced a queer-shaped 
bottle which t e had brought to the gallows, and 
poured water from it for Johnson to drink. I 
ihought that ihe warno water from a botile 
which wes given him io preference to the fresi 
and cool water ou the ground, must have hed 
some peculiar properties,and I inquired of a 
gentieman s anding nearer what it was. He 
replied “‘huiy water’? This, coupled with the 
xeneral statement of the crowd that he had 
refused to drink the holy water of the priest, led

As to his ascendivg the scaffold with a 
‘‘drunken swagger,’’ 1 bave this to say: He 
certainly had the appearance of a drunken 
man. I know that he took a drink before leay- 
ing the juil, and four at the scaffold (the priesis 
giving him two—Judge Underwood giving him 
ove, and either the sheriff or one of the attends. 
ing physicians giving him the other; besides 
this he took one or two doses of mor; hine. As 
to whether or not it was best that he should 
have these stimulants I have nothing to say ; I 
merely cite the fact) The smount cf whirky 
drankat the rcaffold was two half-pinot flasks. 
Tne universal opinion of the crowd was that he 
was drunk, and his looks and dying statement 
indicated it. As Father Quinlan refers tothe 
attending physicians, I saw only twoof taem— 
Drs. W. D and R. T. Hoyt—they both consider- 


ed him intoxicated, and deplored the fact. Mr. 


Reynolds, of the Chattanooga Times, writes as 
fo lows: 
‘*His whole conduct and conversation was 


that of a man greatly intox cated.”
